HATEVER its other shortcomings may be, the taxicab 
is a great moral agent. Anything in the way of a 
luxury that keeps the consequences of its over-in- 
dulgence in plain view of the consumer during the

satisfaction by that large body of earnest men 
and women who are trying to make this a better 
world. The young man who, with three dollars in his pocket, is 
emulous to lead the sporting life, and evinces an inclination to vie 
with our most scientific spenders in the distribution of wealth, can- 
not plead ignorance of the certain results of blind extravagances in 
transportation with the meter of the taxicab before his very eyes, 
staring him coldly in the face, while it registers the passage from 
the credit to the debit side of his cash-book of each of his imperiled 
dimes. Entirely aside from the fact that it is less destructive of 
the social order to have our lying done by machinery than by the 
human equation on the box, this achievement of the taximeter is 
entitled to gratitude and praise. It sounds the note of warning not 
when it is too late and the damage is done, but while there is yet time 
for reform. It would be well if ingenious men could devise instru- 
ments by means of which the beneficent operations of the idea might 
be extended into other fields of human endeavor. As a sort of curb on 
a species of venial extravagance to which our women folk are in- 
clined, a shoppimeter, registering every penny spent in the fas- 
cinating quest of bargains, any one of them harmless in itself, but 
in bulk mounting up into figures of appalling rotundity—would not 
this save many heart-burnings in countless happy homes throughout 
the land? We all know that well-meaning woman who, having ten 
dollars burning in her purse, seeks the joys of the chase for articles 
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that have been marked down from twenty dollars to seven-fifty, and 
is so carried away by that spirit of economy for which the sex is 
noted that, without realizing the outgo and computing only the sav- 
ing, she expends her ten dollars twenty times over. The thought 
that on each one of a dozen purchases she has made she has saved 
twelve dollars and a half, or a hundred and fifty dollars in all, blinds 
her to the fact that she has run up bills to the tune of at least 
ninety dollars, or eighty dollars more than she has got, with the in- 
evitable results of sleepless nights, dunning letters from her favored 
tradesmen, and a great cloud of bankruptcy looming large over all 
the vistas of her life. Surely, a mechanism that would serve to 
sound a timely warning to such as these would render a service be- 
yond computation to the whole of society, wherever found, in the 
purlieus of the East Side or along the majestic front of upper Fifth 
Avenue. 

Let us have more of these meters. Put them on our after-dinner 
speakers, that they may register the number of words spoken by 
those who do not realize with what eloquent facility they are over- 
drawing their account in the complacency of their listeners. Put 
them on our midnight supper tables, there to register the line, so 
infrequently drawn, between too much and too little lobster. Put 
them, in fact, upon all things that we are inclined to consume too 
lavishly, and they cannot in the end fail to work advantageously to 


the happiness of mankind.
